The Zoning Board Chairman 
~ said the city will extend its 

boundaries in all four direc 
tions, however no decision has 
been made about how much 
land will be annexed. 
uth Bay is growing, and 
we need more room. We have 
build on just about every 
available piece с“ land in the 
city," said Walker. 

А city can annex new land at 
the request of a property 
owner or by referendum said 
Walker. e is also a 
provision in annexation laws 
which allows the city to by-pass 
a piece of property while 
annexing adjacent property he 
said.

Adam, an eighteen month 
old registered- German Shep- 
ard, began training only twelve 
weeks ago under the guidance 
of Bob Wummer, director of 
the Riviera Beach K-9 training 
school. Wummer also works 
with the Riviera Beach police 
department where he has 
alrcady trained five police dogs 
for Chief Boone Darden. 

Before graduating, Adam's 
master, Larry Austin of the 
Belle-Glade-pollee department; 
put the dog through’his pacea 
at the Riviera Beach Police K-9 
training range. 

Adam shone like a star. 
Obeying every command, he 
ran the obstacle course which 
included a chain link fence, а 
metal sewer pipe and a 7'⁄ foot. 
wood barrier. As a climax, he 
jumped through a ring of fire. 

Friday's demonstration was 
the finale of "12 hard weeks of 
training for те and Adam, but 
Га do it all again," said Austin. 

Austin’s wife Bonnie said she 
was skeptical about Adam at 
the beginning. Now she is 
enthusiastic about the K-9 
program. "I was deathly afraid 
of dogs when we first got 
Adam, but now I wish [ could 
be a iner too.” Bonnie 
mmented. 

K9 trainer Wummer was 
just as enthusiastio. "Adam is 
stronger in obedience thanany 
of the Riviera police dogs 
during the training period. Га 
he is Number 1. But the 
master is important too. Larry 
did a fine job.” 

Belle Glade Publie Safety 
Director, Charles Goodlet, was 
а guest at the ceremonies. 
"Adam is a fine dog. He acted 
like a pro after three weeks of 
training. If the program is 
succesful, we hope to add 
another dog, id Goodlet. 

Goodlet said the ‘city has 
already refused an offer to sell 
Adam for $10,000. He was 
purchased as a pup "sight 
unseen” for $1,500 from an 
Orlando doctor. 

Adam has a "dual person 
ality,” explained Austin. Under 


normal cireumstan he is 
gentle enough te play with 
children. But whon given 
special signals, Adam will 
attack 


, This is why obedience is 
stressed during training. 

A police dog obeys all voice 
and hand signals. To dem 
onstrate Adam's obedience, 
Austin commands Adam to h: 
as he chases a “bank robbe: 
The dog stops immediately. 

We want to emphasize 
Adam is not just an attack dog. 
He will only attack when I 
order him to, and will halt the 
moment | give the signal" 
Austin said.

d'up to four criminals at 
once. 

But apprehension of fleeing 
suspects is only one of Adams 
abilities. He is also an expert 
tracker and retriever. He was 
shown three large boxes, one 
containing a man, and he went 
straight to the one with the 
man.

è When Public Works "Director Cliff Burgess 
resigned December 12, he toid the Herald that 
Belle Glade was paying too much for chemicals 
and other items. 

As a result of some city purchasing policies. 

Now Belle Glade city manager George 
Knoblock has said he plans to remedy these 
abuses by instituting a policy of bulk purchasing 
and competetive bidding wherever possible. 

Knoblock said the city pays "''excessive 
prices" as a result of past purchasing policies. 
One example is in chemical purchases. He said 
he has requested aid from a large chemical 
company to "identify" the various chemicals 
used by the city. Не has also requested 
suppliers who now service the city to analyze 
the type and quantity of chemicals they sell to 
the city. 

Once this survey is completed, Knoblock said 
he and Public Works Department supervisor 
Ron Snyder will go over the list of the chemicals 
to determine which can be purchased in bulk 
shipments. 

The city manager emphasized that bid will 
go to suppliers throughout the state, not just 
local companies. 

Although Knoblock was critical of past 
buying procedures, he said no local supplier 
received an unfair share of city business. 

Since arriving in Belle Glade, the city 
manager said he has met opposition to some 
new policies. In November two superintendents 
in the public works department quit to protest a 
policy requiring supervisors to check prices at 
three stores by telephone before making 
purchases over $100. 

Although the two superintendents charged 
they were forced to get bids on a .57 item, both 
Burgess and Knoblock denied the allegations. 
Burgess produced written directives which said 
the phone bids were only required for items 
over $100. 

One of the items Burgess referéd to when he 
said the city was paying too much is pebble lime 
which is used in the city water department. The 
Belle Glade commission voted unanimously to 
purchase the pebble lime from Glades Feed and 
Supply Co. of Belle Glade at $48.19 per ton

rather than from Dixie Lime and Pebble Co. of 
Ocala for $47.69. Even though the difference is 
only $.50 per ton, a purchase of 1,100 tons as the 
bid specified means a difference of $650. 

Commissioner Ralph Kirk told the Herald-he 
voted for the higher bid because he thought at 
the time the difference would be about $100. He 
said he wanted to support local businesses who 
pay taxes in the city. 

“I learned later from Burgess there was a 
sizeable difference inprice. If I had realized we 
would pay $650 more, I would have voted for the 
lower bid,” Kirk said. 

The commissioner Said “99 out of 100 
purchases we make"' are from the low bidder, 
however. He said there are times when he 
favors paying more for a better quality item 
though. 

“You get what you pay for. 
Pinto are both Fords, but there 
Kirk commented. 

The commissioner said he favors bulk 
purchases as long as the material will not 
deteriorate and there is adequate storage space. 

Although state laws require competetive bids 
on all purchases over $1,000, the City does not 
bid some materials even though the total cost is 
over $1,000 because no single purchase is for 
$1,000. 

Burgess said the city purchases weed killer 
on an installment basis even though it could be 
bought cheeper in bulk. 5 

One example is Dow Pon which the city buys 
at $65 per 45 gal. container from Glades Feed 
and Supply Co. Although this is the going retail 
price for Dow Pon, a representative of one local 
chemical supplier said savings could be made 
by purchasing large quantities. 

Frank Anderson city finance director, said 
there are no clear-cut rules governing when a 
large purchase can be divided into smaller 
installments. Не said installment purchases 
should not be used to circumvent the bid 
requirements of the city charter, however. 

"The main thing 1 keep in mind when 
purchasing is to get the best price for the city 
and I'm sure other department heads do the 
same," said the Finance Director.

He said the eruptions of Krakatoa, east of 
Java, in 1883, Mt. Karmal in Alaska in 1912 and 
Hekla in.I celand in 1947, all by themselves, put 
more pollution'in the air than mankind in all the 
centuries since he discovered fire. 

Almost sounds like blasphemy, doesn't it? 
But McKetta doesn't stop there. 

How about DDT? Now everyone knows DDT, 
if we continue to use it, will eventually rub out 
every living thing on the face of the earth, 
right? 

Not true. McKetta quotés the World Health 
Organization as estimating 100 million human 
beings who are living today wouldn't be if it 
weren't for DDT and similar pesticides...and 
that's only because of diseases they didn't catch, 
that’s not referring to the increased food 
production the chemicals allow. 


He also points out that recent tests indicate 
the thinning of bird eggshelis, which have been 
causing such concerns over the past several 
years, may have been caused by mercury 
compounds instead of DDT. . 

And so far as man killing off too many; 
species, McKetta points out what most 
zoologists have been saying for some time; 
about 50 species of animals die out every 
century and they have been for quite a while. 
That's simply a part of evolution. An estimated 
100 million species through all of earth's 
inhabited life are now extinct 

So what does it all add up to? I f people keep 
hollering about impending doom beíng caused 
by man-triggered ecological disaster, who's 
going to believe them when they holler about the 
real thing? 3

The City Commission gave 
its final approval to the 
agreement during a work 
session Thursday, the last of 
several sessions in which the 
commissioners have talked 
over the marina enlargement. 


The marina will be enlarged 
to 42.72 acres according to the 
agreement ewith the South and 
Central Florida Flood Control 
District, (FCD); to keep it from 
being flooded when the level of 
Lake Okeechobee is raised 
from 15.5 to 17.5 feet. 


The city recreation area is 
one of only three parcels of 
land on Torrey Island the FCD 
hasn't acquired title to and the 
district proposed the expansion 
and raising the level of the 
marina in exchange for the 
city's title to the land. 


Once the title is transferred 
to the FCD, and the level of the 
marina is raised, the city will 
lease the area for a nominal 
sum and maintain it as a 
recreational area. 

In the meantime, FCD 
officials are conferring with 
attornies representing Slim's 
and J-Mark's Fish Camps in an 
effort to come to an agreement 
over the other two parcels of 
land on itand not owned 
by the FCD. 

Owners of the two camps are 
attempting to make an 
agreement with the agency to 
allow them to stay in business. 
They own the only fish camps 
inside Hoover Dike and are in 
the unique position of being the 
only private landowners within 
the dike 

The FCD is planning to 
spend an estimated $2.4 million 
to improve and raise the level 
of the city marina in four 
stages which will be completed 
by 1979 according to the 
agreement. 

Knoblock said the schedule 
set for the stages of work by 
the FCD is already running 
behind but the target dates for 
completion of the stages are 
still tentative. 

The first stage 
earthwork on road 
drainage facilities, installation 
of a sewage pumping station 
and force máin and sewer 


connections to existing comfort.

The second increment will be 
more earthwork, water distri- 
bution and sanitary sewage 
collection system as well as а 
connecting bridge, a boat 
ramp, the pavilion, a fish 
cleaning station, tomfort sta- 
tions and landseaping.

As he enters the busy 
factory, the visitor is ap 
proached by the plant foreman 
Who asks him to sign in and 
issues him a pair of industrial 
goggles. This factory, with the 
whining of machinery and the 
constant movement of people, 
is like most other factories with 
one exception. 

The workers are seventh 
graders and their factory is the 
industrial arts classroom at 
Lake Shore Junior High School 
in Belle Glade. 

Their product is a fully 
guaranteed wooden whistle, 

Beginning as a plain piece ot 


wood, the whistly moves 
rapidly along the assembly line 
by way of wooden chutes. 


Large pieces of wood are 
sawed into smaller sections and 
then hollowed out by a drill 
press operator. The wood 
rapidly takes the shape of a 
whistle as is moves from 
person to person until it 
reaches the “Quality Control 
Department” where each 
whistly is checked. The final 
produ es to the "Packing 
Department” where {һе 
whistles are packaged with 
instructions and a guarantee. 


In one hour the class of 22

Digging up evidence of all 
the deductible expenses incur- 
red during the year can be the 
most time-consuming part of 
income tax preparation, but it's 
unavoidable — unless you use- 
the standard deduction of 16 
pcr cent of adjusted gross 
income up to $2,300. And even 
if you decide to go with. the 
standard deduction, you'll 
probably have to add up all 
your available deductions 
anyway, — to find out which 
method of filing is more 
profitable. 


Thats why its wise, 
whether you use the long-form 
return or the short, whether 


you prepare your own return 
or have it done for you, to make 
a thorough search records first. 


When you do, here are the 
types of deductible expenses to 
look for: 


Medical and dental 

eTaxes paid 

eContributions 

elnterest paid 

eCasuality or theft losses 

eChild care and disabled 
dependent care 

sAlimony 

eNon-reimbursed business ex

Deductable medical and 
dental bills include more than 
doctor, dentist and hospital 
bills. They take in prosthetic 
devices such as eyeglasses, 
dentures and hearing aids; 
special equipment such as 
wheelchairs; medical travel; 
special foods that may be 
required; and many other 
costs. 


Put aside all receipts or 
cancelled checks that may 
relate to health care and this 
may be medical deductions, 
then refer to the tax 
instruction booklet or ask your 
tax preparer about them. 

Drugs and medicines are 
deductible only to the extent 
that they execed one per cent 
add drug and medicine costs to 
other medical bills, which then 
ате subject to another 
extlusion of three percent of 
adjusted gross income. The 
only health expense not subject 
to the three percent exclusion 
is опе half of medical insurance 
premiums, up to $150. 

Deductions for taxes are 
limited to those paid to local, 
state and foreign governments, 
and include taxes, real estate, 
personal property, sales and 
gasoline. If you expect a refund 
оп any of-these taxes late 
don't worry about it; take the 
tax аз a deduction in the year 
paid and include it in income 
when you get the refund. 

Do not deduct taxes paid to 
the federal government, cus 
tom duties, motor vehicle or 
drivers’ license fees or taxes on 
alcohol or tobacco. Also leave 
out assessments for local 
improvements and transfer 
taxes on the sale of your home; 
they're not deductible, either. 

Contributions are deductible 
only if made to qualified 
organizations, of which Inter. 
nal Revenue maintains a 
current list in all its offices. 
Almost all of the better known 
charitable, religious, educa- 
tional and service organiza- 
tions are on the list.

$18,000, part of the deduction 
is lost, and when joint income 
reachés $27,000, it is entirely 
lost. If you are in the over - 
$18,000 category — or could be 
if you were to take a job — look 
into the new, more generous 
provisions of the law for 1976. 
Use IRS form 2441. 

Alimony is a tax deduction to 
the payer and taxable income 
to the receiver. Child support 
is neither. If, after a divorce 
becomes final, the payer of 
alimony decides to be more 
generous, increases not op. 
dered by the court are not 
deductible. 

Major deductions for an 
employee's job-related expen: 
ses for travel, transportation, 
gifts and entertainment are 
taken as adjustments to 
income, 

Costs of many other income- 
producing activities can be 
claimed as ordinary deduc 
tions; for example: 

eEmployment agency fees 
and other job-seeking costs, 
now deductible even if they fail 
to produce a new job. 

eDues to unions or profes 
sional societies 

Books, subscriptions, tools 
and uniforms needed to 
perform your work or to 
supervise investments 

eSafe deposit box rental for 
retention of securities, etc. 

*Fees of tax and other 
financial advisers 

As mentioned earlier, if a 
document points to even the 
possibility of a deduction, put it 
aside and let a tax adviser 
decide.

Sugar 

A substantial cutback in consumer offtake of 
expensive sugar-containing food products, 
expanding production of competitive corn-based 
sweeteners, and the anticipation of increased 
sugar supplies, combined {о bring about a sharp 
drop in sugar prices in the first half of 1975. 
Prices steadied later, due in part to uncertainty 
over Russian sugar imperi needs, and also to 
indications that sugar .production increases 
would be smaller tharm €xpecred earlier. Prices 
in 1976 will be influenced by the extent of 
recovery in consumer demand for sugar; by the 
degree of competition for sugar from 
corn-based sweeteners; and by the extent to 
which lower prices  discourages sugar 
production, particularly in Europe. 


Orange Julce 

Price advances during much of 1975 were 
influenced primarily by persistent gains in 
f.c.o.j. movement. Late in the year, a series of 
lagging weekly movement figures, together 
with expanding production from an early new 
crop f.c.o.j. pack, contributed to an easing of 
values from earlier highs. Prices in 1976 will be 
influenced by whether or not the crop comes 
through the “freeze scare” period unscathed, 
and by the prospect of processor end-product 
price allowances to stimulate lagging f.c.o.j 
movement. 


Corn 


Reduced consumption of corn in the first nine 
months of 1975, coupled with a record large 
crop, contributed to lower prices despite record 
exports in the fourth quarter. The corn supply 
for 1975-76, totaling about 6.2 billion bushels, 
was more than one billion bushels sbove the 
short supply in 1974-75 but still 536 million below 
the record supply of 1972-73. More favorable 
livestock-feed price ratios are expected to bring 
some recovery in domestic use of corn, and 
exports are expected to total close to 1.5 billion 
bushels, which would be a new record high. 
Corn acreage in 1976 is expected to exceed the 
1975 level, and a favorable growing season 
would produce another record crop. However, 
corn carryover next October 1, although 
expected to be up from last year, should not be 
excessive and the futures market should 
continue to be responsive to crop developments. 


Soybeans 

Soybean prices declined during much of 1975, 
influenced by a bumper crop and by increased 
export competition from Brazilian soybeans. 
Another factor was the competition for soybean 
oil, provided by Malaysian palm oil. This year, 
soybean prices should be influenced by the 
extent to which improved feeding margins (and 
a relatively low price for soybean meal 
compared to corn) encourages an active rate of 
soybean crushing activity. An additional 
market factor will be or not the. reduced 1976

Cattle 

A 10 percent rise in 1975 commercial cattle 
slaughter to a record high 40.7 million head 
brought only a 3 percent increase in beef 
production, because animals were marketed. at 
lighter weights than in 1974. Non-fed cattle 
accounted for nearly 50 percent of 1975 
slaughter, which helped bring to a.halt the 
T.year. expansion іп the nation's cattle 
inventory.. Cattle prices in 1976 will be 
influenced by developments in feed grain 
markets, by range feed conditions next 
summer, and also by the level of consumer 
demand for beef.

Hogs and Pork Bellies 

Commercial hog slaughter of approximately 
6814 million head in 1975 was about 16 percent 
smaller than in 1974, but its upward effect on 
prices was moderated by a sharp cut in pork 
product demand. The 1976 price outlook will be 
influenced by the extend to which improved 
feeding margins result in larger supplies of hogs 
for market in the second half of .1976. 

Reduced production of pork bellies, and 
declining inventories, contributed to record high 
prices in 1975 before consumer resistance, anda 
larger than expected seasonal recovery in cold 
storage holdings in the late fall, pared extreme 
gains sharply. The 1976 price outlook will be 
influenced by trends in pork belly storage 
movements and by prices of competing meats.

1596 of our budget provides for 
the support of field personnel 
to do the job. It pays salaries, 
retirement benefits and for 
travel expenses. 

Because many of our 
employes are dedicated career 
public servants with many 
years of toiling in the public 
interest, but half of them have 
reached the maximum in their 
pay range, without an increase 
in salary even in the face of 
rampaging inflation. The Legis- 
lature seems receptive to the 
idea of some pay increase 
across the board. It would be 
most welcome. 

When consideration is given 
to the fact that about half of 
our revenue derives from the 
regulated industry, it is 
apparent that a meat-ax 
approach to budget-cutting is 
not in the public interest.

And 
we feel that IFAS, with its 
expertise in subtropical agri 
culture, is the best way to 
provide this training to the 
youth of Latin America," ` 
Boy said.

Dr. Kenneth R. Tefertiller, 
Vice President for Agricultural 
Affairs, called the scholarship 
fund "an excellent model of the 
cooperation between private 
enterprise and higher educa.
